Sentiment In Favor of The Islands In- 
“ dependence Becomes Stronger Each

Will Restore Quiet. 


New York, May 17.— All advices 
/rom Cuba point to the ultimate suc­ 
cess of the uprising. The sentiment in 
favor of the rebellion seems to be 
growing each day. 


San Francisco, Cal., M ay 17.—Colonel 
A shford of H aw aii, who arrived here 
yesterday on the 
steam er 
A ustralia, 
said: 
"T here is a perfect reign of terro r in 
th e islands. Inform ers are everyw here. 
People dare not speak in 
their 
own 
houses. T here is everyw here a feeling 
of u ncertainty, doubt and im pending 
d an g er and ruin. Those who favored an ­ 
nexation have m ade up their m inds th a t 
it is impossible. T hu rsto n Las gone back 
and it is publicly said th a t he is going 
to propose the restoration of a m on­ 
arch y , w ith K aiulani on the throne. A 
republic seem s an im possibility, such a 
larg e p a rt of the population are incap­ 
able of governing them selves. 
W hat 
th ey are talk in g of now and w an t first 
is som e so rt of protectorate of the U nit­ 
ed S tates. They are afraid of Jap an and 
w an t some protection ag ain st any other 
foreign interference. I am not a royal­ 
ist in principle, but under all the con­ 
siderations existing down there I think 
it is th e only thing. A m onarchy would 
u n ite all the n atives and be respected 
by all foreign powers." 
Ju liu s A. Palm er, who w ent to 
the 
H aw aiian islands to 
investigate 
the 
s ta te of affairs there as special corre­ 
spondent of a New York paper, believes 
th a t there will be soon a crisis there 
and th a t the end can only be the restor­ 
ation of the m onarchial form of govern­ 
m ent. H e says there never will be h a r­ 
m ony until the m onarchy is restored 
and Princess K aiulani placed upon the 
throne. In giving his reasons for this 
belief he said: 
"T here are three m ain points of dan­ 
ger to the governm ent. The first is th a t 
S ecretary G resham h as decided th a t 
B ow ler is not an A m erican citizen and 
an o th er is th a t G reat B ritain has de­ 
cided th a t R ickard and 
W alker 
are 
B ritish subjects. The g reatest fear of 
th e H aw aiian governm ent is Japan. The 
au th o rities are m aking arrangem ents 
to get in 5,(w) Chinese coolies an d . to 
send aw ay as m any Japanese. The gov­ 
ernm ent, w hen the 
Japanese 
coolies 
cam e in, gave an understanding th a t if 
Ja p an would supply coolies they would 
be employed. Now Ja p an will probably 
hold th a t th is understanding is being 
violated. 
“The th ird danger to the governm ent 
p a rty is in its own people. The democ­ 
racy, or the A m erican league, Is taking 
um brage a t the new 
im portation 
of 
Chinese. The loyalty of the natives to 
m onarchy w as never so strong as it is 
now and it w as the basis of the union 
of all parties in p ast years and there 
w ill be no harm ony until th a t 
mon 
archy is restored

Must Bring Out All the Men. 
P ittsburg, Pa., May 17.—The A ssociat­ 
ed Coal O perators of the P ittsb u rg dis­ 
trict said to a com m ittee of the m iners’ 
convention, which conferred w ith them 
on the w’age question : 
"W e will pay 60 cents a ton for m in­ 
ing coal. 
W e cannot pay m ore while 
m ines in this district are being operat­ 
ed a t less than th a t rate. B ring out the 
men now digging coal for 55 cents so we 
can com pete w ith their product and we 
will pay you 69 cents a ton.”

South Carolina Executive Says His State 
Is Still in the Union. 
New York, May 17 —The W orld has 
received the following from Governor 
E vans of South Carolina: 
“There is no treason in South Caro­ 
lina. 
W e are in the union, and in it 
to stay. W e claim the rig h t as a sov­ 
ereign state to rotest against any effort 
by the judges of the United States court 
to centralize this governm ent and de­ 
stroy our national and state constitu­ 
tions. W e will obey the decrees of the 
court, but will exercise every right guar­ 
anteed A m erican citizens for the preser­ 
vation of our liberties. The attem p t to 
nullify our law s for political purposes 
under the pretense of conflicts with the 
constitution of the United S tates arouses 
the righteous indignation of our entire 
people. 
W e confidently rely uon 
the 
U nited States Suprem e court and will 
abide by its decision. W e redeem ed our 
state from negro dom ination and a n ­ 
archy in 1876 in spite of G ran t’s bay­ 
onets, restoring order, peace and pros­ 
perity, and will preserve our civiliza­ 
tion by law ful m ethods if allowed, but 
we will preserve it."

Tho first is as to the 
effect of m achinery upon labor, 
tim e 
and cost of production. It will be very 
exhaustive and will cover all classes of 
fabrics and agricultural products. The 
second investigation will deal with the 
economic phases of wom en’s work. It 
will probably be a year or m ore before 
any results are given to the public.

William J. M itchell of Chicago, an 
old Janesville man, has recently w rit­ 
ten a very strong article against free 
coinage, which the Chicago Tribune 
published. 
Mr. 
M itchell said 
in 
part: 
There are seven classes of persons 
engaged in this incipient revolution in 
the United States: 
First: As is alw ays the case in a 
new departure, the politician, who is 
ever ready to t ide into office on the 
tidal wave of politics, bobs up sm il­ 
ingly and receives 
thundering ap­ 
plause as he tickles the ear of the 
crowd in the pit w ith his old wise 
■awa and stale wit. 
Second: There are the men, the 
W olcotts, the Tellers, the Stewarts, 
etc., who raise silver and who each 
represent rotten boroughs In theW est, 
each borough or state not so large in 
population as a ward in Chicago, and 
do not equal In wealth a half dozen 
houses in this city. 
Third: There are the men who al­ 
ways fill caucuses and 
conventions 
and Beek office as buzzards do their 
prey. 
Fourth: There 
are 
some of the 
country gentlem en in favor of free 
coinage whose experience in finances 
begins and ends w ith the price of 
their products in their own markets. 
The relation of cause and effect is 
held by them to be a chimera, and the 
effect of European markets upon the 
prices of their products here is held to 
be the sheerest nonsense.

B R U IN JO NES.

“ Captain, who was the best soldier 
you ever knew?” 
This question was propounded recent­ 
ly to Captain Bronaugh, the present 
coal oil inspector of St. Louis and a man 
who has seen enough of w ar to make 
his judgm ent in regard to soldiers worth 
something. 
“ Well, I hardly know ,” was the re- 
pl** “ but I can tell you very easily who 
w. 
the best fighter I ever knew. ”

“ The best fighter I ever saw. ” 
“ Done,” said Captain Boles, and that 
part of the m atter was settled. Tile on iv 
thing now rem aining was to get B rum ’s 
consent to lie transferred, and this was 
done in the following m anner: 
“ Mr. Jones,” said Captain Bronaugh 
one day, “ I understand you are trying 
to get out of my company and into Cap­ 
tain Boles’. I want you to understand, 
sir, that I don’t propose to perm it you to 
do anything of the kind. 
If any officer 
has got to be losing his men for every 
little fool reason that may come up, 
there’d just as well not be any officer at

It used 
to be asserted that he was from A rkan­ 
sas, but perhaps this was merely from a 
humorous desire to lower the reputation 
of that state. 
No one knows who his 
people were or w hat his past history 
was.
